The funeral of Lawrence MacCabe, who 
suffered a sudden and fatal stroke of 
apoplexy Saturday evening at his home, 
1'lVl Fourth avenue, was held Monday 
morninK from the family residence. 
That the death of this worthy man 
caused profound sorrow and that he was 
held 111 the highest respect by all who 
knew him was attested by the large 
gatherini; at the obsequies. Holy Name 
church, of which Mr. MacCabe was a 
devout and faithful member, being one 
of ita oldest oommunicanta, waa filled 
with the monming reladvaa aad Meads 
when the body was borne to the altar. 
A solemn nigh maas ol requiem was 
celebrated by the Rev, Father O'Connor, 
who also preached a feeling funeral 
sermon. Fi)llowiii« the solemn cere- 
monial, which was brought to a close 
with the words of final absolution, tbe 
body was borne to St Louis cemetery 
and there Interred. 

Mr. MacCabe was a native ol Ireland, 
but caaM to tbia eoentry about fifty 
veers ago. At the ontbceal^ ol tbe dvil 
wer he eaponard the eanae ol the Con 
federacy and served with distinction, 
being commissioned for his bravery and 
military knowledge. Coming here at tbe 
close of the war he engaged in the marble 
cutting business, but retire<l ten years 
ago. He was also active in Catholic 
fraternal circles an(^ one of the charter 
members of Branch 14, C. K. of A.

One by oae the ancient buildings of 
Venice, queen of the .Adriatic, built upon 
an archipelago composed of nifiuy small 
islands, are falling into decay. The 
latest to give indications of possible col- 
lapse is the Church of San Marco, which 
waa venerable evea when the republic 
on tbe Adriatle waa ia tbe bagrday ol its 
power. The naezitteted fall tt tbt cam- 
penile of St. Mark's seems to have been 
a blessing in disguise, as it celled to the 
attention of authorities in Venice the 
crumbling condition of many of its 
ancient buildings. So bad is tbe condi- 
tion of the vaults of St. Mark's, called tbe 
Paradise and Apocalypse, that their com- 
plete and definite restoration is abso- 
lutely aeceasary. It is considered a 
miracle that thqr aiaiataia tod^y their 
equilibrium. 

Until the time Venice beceme • part of 
united Italy its inhabitants, undeterred by 
repeated warning, did nothing to insure 
the permanency of their historic build- 
ings. In order to erect the massive stone 
structures which gird the canals of the 
city, it was nLcess.iry to drive piles upon 
which to erect tbe foundations. Then, 
too, Venice is an old dty, so old. in fact, 
that it stopped growing agea age, oer- 
talaly centulea ago, baviag beea feaaded 
in the year 481. Macta of the evil which 
has fallen upon Venice ia traceable to the 
shocks of earthquake, bnt not a little 
may also be laid at tbe door of neglect. 

The reign of neglect, however, is now 
over, as recently careful examinations of 
alt the historic buiMiugk still stauding 
have been made by I'rof. MaabMlo Man- 
fredi, an eminent archite ctf"^ bL L wly^ 
MartflgOBtpnf^ttgineer, ana Uommen- 
dntor Boat, who ia looked upon as the 
greateat Uviag aatbority oa Venice. Tbe 
report of Prof. Mealredi aad 8ig. Maraa- 
goni. reoeatly anbmitted, gave aome 
alarming information about tbe condi- 
tion of St. Mark's. The greatest danger 
to this basilica is in the foundations, 
which have been constantly giving, way 
in divers directions. All the walU show 
such cracking and weakening that it 
leada the condition that under tbe mag- 
nificent drsaa of nurble and moaaic is 
concealed the awet •terming deciepitade. 

For BOOM tlaia paat tte OoveraaMat 
haa allowod 110,000 •?«» for keeping 8t. 
Mark's in repeir. All of this haa not 
been used, so that there is a considerable 
sum of money in hand toward the J^iO,- 
00(1 immediately needed to restore and 
preserve tbe ancient structure. Under 
the grand old basilica of S'.. Mark's lie 
buried the remains of the lion-hearted 
saint in whose honor the Edifice was 
raised. It ia referred to aa the loadstone 
of the Place or Plassi 'of St. Matk'a aad 
tbe Place ol St. Mark. 

Prof. Edward Suess. the well known 
Austrian geologist, declares that it is 
surprising that the ground upon which 
Venice is built has supported for so 
many centuries the enormous weight of 
buildings upan it. The foundations sre 
built upon piles, which in the course of 
time become soft. Oeaea ate generated 
from vegetable anbataaeea aad when 
theee eaoape the gnraad daka aad aeri- 
ous subsidences ooetir. Looking toward 
the restoration, Commendator Boni rec- 
ommends the removal of the mosaics and 
marble from inside tbe basilica of St. 
Mark's Cathedral. He says; "Ancient 
buildings must be treated like invalids. 
They must be cured without clothes or 
not fallv dressed." He considers the 
danger grave, but not immediate. The 
foandationa are, he seys, the worat point. 
When made they were anffideat for tbe 
originel buildinga, bat dnriag th« aoe* 
ceeding centnriea the edarirara aad lovera 
of Venice wished to embellish the Cathe- 
dral and made the loed the lonndations 
have to Mrry too heevy.

The collie struck up an ac- 
quaiutance with the Archbishop one day 
while he was taking his customary walk 
in l-airmount Park and thereafter stuck 
close to the heels of the prelate, even to 
the doors of tbe episcopal residence. 

"Begonel" commanded the Arch- 
biahop, who waa afraid that some one 
might thiak be wea trying to amnggle 
the haudaoae animal into tbe bonaa. 
The dog went dMepiahly down the ttepa, 
but catching algbt ol the Archbishop's 
kindly look, bounded up again, wagging 
his tail. 

"Well, come in, then," said the pre- 
late, and the collie obeyed with a bound. 

Since that day, a year ago, be has 
been an attache of the Archbishop's 
hoaaebold. He knows how to put his 
pawa together in an attitude of prayer, 
he "aiaga," tbnmpa the piaao with hia 
big pawe aad esbiUta peaiteace for mia- 
behavior. Tbe atadenta aroaad tbe erch- 
iepiscopal residence have taken the 
greatest pains with his religious educa- 
tion, and the collie would no more think 
of barking during religious service than 
he would of trying to pick a quarrel with 
the sculptured bound on the lawn. Dur- 
ing religious processions he assumes of 
hia own accord an attitude of reapect, 
aitUng oa bia hind lege and remaining 
motionlese until the pro c aa ai oa paaaes, 

Tbe dog had ^ot beea long in the 
possession of the ArchUsbop before 
Monsignor Ryan diaooverod that be be- 
louged to another man, who waa much 
chagrined at his loss. This real owner 
approached tbe Archbishop as he and 
the eoUk w«« stnUtag fat pu.ytA one 
day. 

"I bag your pardon, air,'* a«id the flwa, 
bat tlut'a my dog." 
"Maybe it ia,",aald his ezceUency, 
teoghiag. "I aever waa aan he was 

miae. He followed bm b oa w . " 

Tbe stranger called to tbe aainul, 
which seemed delighted to see him. 
Then he showed the Archbishop thet the 
collie had a pedigree which wonldar 
the envy ol ball the bloeblooded doga bi 
the city. 

"I've spent weeks hunting for him." 
resumed the stranger, "and now that 
I've found him you can have him." 

Tbe Archl>ishop offered to buy tbe dog, 
but tbe man insisted that he accept the 
collie as a gift, end he did. Bvery morn- 
ing now the cgllle acoMapaaias Mon 
signor Ryan oa hia walk throogb the 
park. He knows tbe home ol tbe aervlcea 
in the Cathedral and can be nanalty seen 
at the side door waiting for the Arch- 
bishop to come out.

A dozen or 
more atewarda atood ready et any mo- 
BWBttoaaswer blsbsckaadcalL What 
be aboald eat received the ooaaideraUon 
of tbe chef end hto teige force ol assist- 
ants. Three times a day tbe band played 
for his entertainment. Had he so chosen 
he could have slept in a different room 
each night and then had two dozen to 
spare. 

All this was due to the fact that Father 
Robinson practically was the only first 
cabin pesaeager on the steamer all the 
wey from Neplea. There was another 
maa oa the list, a aatnralised American, 
bnt he bad many friends ia tbe steerage— 
among them he passed bia time— so that 
all the luxury of first class travel bad to 
be borne by Father Robinson. Frmn 
Oenoa, from which port the ship left 
January 7, to Palermo and Naples, there 
were many passengers, among them 
several Americans. So disagreeable was 
the weather off the Italian coast that 
most travelers who had expected to sail 
from Naples decided to extend their stsy 
on shore to wait for the Dentachland. 
When Monat Vesnvina faded Irom view 
Father Robinsoa found he hed the first 
cabin to himself. 

At dinner the band played as usual, 
the stewards served tbe meal with a de- 
gree of deftness and rapidity almost 
unequaled on shipboard. There was a 
f toward to serve "horsd'oeuvre," another 
who brought on the soup, a third who 
was rsady with fish, and ao oa through 
all the couralb, white one ateward did 
Botbiag Imt whiak away the dlahee. The 
leeder of the bend directed hte masidan^ 
through a long snd varied programme. 
This was repeated at every one of the 
sixteen dinners that followe<l. Some- 
times the captain was present and some- 
times one or more of the other officers.

Father Robinson had the big dining 
room and all tbe attendaata to himaelf . 

"It grew a Mt aMaotoaona." aaid 
Father Robinson, with • twinkle in ^ia 
eyes. "Three weeks is a long time to 
spend on shipboard. There were times 
when I cheerfully would have given the 
band |.5 not to play. Still I am a very 
good sailor. I bad some writing to do 
and tbia proved aa emealteBt oppor- 
tunity."

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QUARRBL8 IN THB LBQION. 

The city of Louiflville and the 
oounty of Jefferson has made 

arrangements to go to heavy 
expense to provide an armory for 
its citizen soldiery, known as the 
I<onisviIle Legiou. No sooner had 
these arrangements been made than 
a quarrel occurred between the vari> 
oas ranking ofBcen, under Col. 
Biscoe Hindman. His subordinates 
charge that he was not legally 
elected andSmake other complaints 
against him. It leema to as if the 
officers of the Legion can not agree 
they ought to disband, and allow 
the money appropriated for the 
military to'.be devoted to enlarging 
the police and fire departments or 
improving our public charitable 
institutions, even to as^sting the 
Salvation Army. To be effective the 
military must work harmoniously 
and there must be discipline in the 
ranks. It{seems ridicnloas to see 
the soldiera fighting their battles in 
the newspapers. Ivvidently the 
IrCgion needs a thorough reorgan- 
isation. 

BILL SHOULD PASS. 

In a message to Congress on 
Dacember 8 President Roosevelt 
said: "In my judgment the most 
important legislative act now needed 
as regards the regulation of cor- 
porations is this act to confer on the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
the power to^revise rates and regu- 
lations, the revised rate to at once 
go Into effect, and to stay in effect 
until the court of review reverses 
it." 

As soon as this message was 

made public nearly every railway 
President in the country began a 
systematic crusade against the 
President's ideas being carried out 
in Congress. It is to the President's 
credit that he stands by the message 
and semi-officiaily states that he 
will call an extra session it neces- 
sary to carry the bill through. The 
people are with President Roosevelt 
in this matter and so is the majority 
in Congress. It remains to be seen 
what the result will be. The House 
Committee on Interstate Com- 
merce has approved the bill, aud it 
will soon be up to the Senate to act. 

CAU8B0P PAMIfiiBIN HteLAND. 

The cause of the widespread dis- 
tress among the poor of certain 
counties in Connaught, Ireland, was 
ably set forth in a public address 
by John Redmond, M. P., in the 
public square at Roscommon lately. 
Mr. Redmond, who is probably the 
best posted man in Ireland on the 
land situation there, said that abont 
one -fifth of the whole land of Ire- 
land had passed, under the land 
act, from the hands of the land- 
lords to the tenants since the act 
bad gone into effect. Where the 
lands had been sold to tenants at 



fair valuations there was little if 

any distress. 

The distress in the County Ros- 
common and other counties in Con- 
naught was mainly due to the fmct 
that the landlords, as a body, were 
refusing to sell the grass lands aud 
are seeking impossible prices' for 
their estates. They weie asking 
more for bog lands, mountain lands, 
etc., than the landlords had sold 
their estates in I<einsterand Ulster, 
where the land mm the very best 
in Ireland. 

In the face of the failure of the 
potato crop in Roscommon the 
landlords were issuing processes 
against these poor tenants who 
were unable to pay. It was cruel, 
Mr. Redmond said, to appeal to 
the charity of the world to meet 
this distress. The landlords could 
relieve the distress by throwing 
open the vast gracing tracts unin- 
habited and owned by a handfull of 
rich men who crowd the people 
into bog and mountain, where it is 
impossible to maintain themselves 
in the barren swamp and arid 
rock. 

Mr. Redmond pointed out that 
where the land was rich there was 

no population, hut where it was 
poor there the population is dense 
and crowded. Such conditions are 
inhuman and makes poverty chronic 
and famine periodical. The con- 
tinuation of such a policy cries to 
heaven for vengeance. It wotUd 
jtutify the people in adopting any 
means which were open to God- 
fearing men to bring it to aud end.

KNIGHTS OF COLUMBUS. 



THE BbEF TRUST DECISION. 

The United States Supreme 
Court un^nimoudy dcdded that 

the corporations composing what is 
known as the "l>eef trust," with 
headquarters in Chicago, was an 
unlawful organisation and that its 
methods were in restraint of trade 
and commerce under the Sherman 
act. The original decision was made 
by Judge Peter Orosscup, of Chi- 
cago, United States Circuit Judge. 
Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes, of 
the United Statei Supreme Court, 
writing, affirmad the decision, 
which was concurred in by all the 
Justices. The decision will have a 
far*reaching effect, it is predicted, 
and will do away with some of the 
outrageous practices of the trusts, 
of which the beef combine was the 
leader. Had not President Roose- 
velt, backed np by the people, 
taken such a firm stand of late 
against these unlawful combinations 
the decision would never have been 
rendered. Judge Grosscup deserves 
the thanks of the American 
people for making the original 
decision and the Supreme Court is 
to be congratulated 00 waking up.
